'^r'HIS  Lycncum  of  the  north  has  not 
1  one  piece  of  painting  within  its  walls, 
ami  only  two  of  iculplure,  which  are  buds 
of  Guftavus  Adolphus  and  Charles  the 
XI.  A  gentleman  who  refides  here, 
and  who  is  Ton  of  the  late  archbifliop  of 
Upfal,  did  us  the  honour  to  be  our  Cice¬ 
roni,  and  to  condmit  us  over  the  place.  I 
enquired  of  him  how  many  colleges  there 
Were,  and  which  was  the  moft  celebrat¬ 
ed.  “  Sir  (faid  he),  we  have  three  ;  but 
1  cannot  fay  that  any  of  them  deferves 
your  notice.  I'hc  principal  obje»Jts  of  at¬ 
tention  are  the  libraiy,  cathedral,  and  bo¬ 
tanical  garden.  I  know  not  of  any  thing 
rife.**  The  firft  of  thefe  is  a  neat  good 
building,  and  there  is  a  cabinet,  at  which, 
for  want  of  a  better  employment,  1  fpent 
an  hour  or  tvvo,  while  the  librarian  fliew'- 
ed  me  a  number  of  little  trinkets,  rather 
than  rarities,  which  arc  preferved  with 
great  care.  Among  thefe  is  the  identical 
bag  which  Judas  kept,  one  of  the  thirty 
pieces  of  Giver  money  which  he  recci- 
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ved  for  his  perfidy,  in  delivering  up 
his  mailer,  and  a  pair  of  red  flippers  in 
which  the  Virgin  Mary  paid  a  vilit  to  her 
coufin,  Elizabeth.  1  muft  do  the  man  the 
iudiee  to  fay,  that  he  blulhedas  he  ihew- 
cd  them  to  me  ;  and  1  coiild  not  help  tel¬ 
ling  him,  that  I  thought  the  univerfity 
W'ould  not  do  amil's  to  fend  thefe  precious 
relics  to  St  Januarius,  or  my  lady  of  Lo- 
retto,  who,  if  they  were  not  already  pro¬ 
vided  with  others,  might  probably  be 
highly  obliged  by  fo  valuable  an  accef- 
lion. 

As  to  the  Cathedral,  it  is  built  of  brick# 
and  as  the  towers  at  the  well  end  lately 
w'anted  repair,  they  have  with  great  taitu 
added  a  Doric  architrave  to  thefe  Gothic 
walls,  and  placed  two  great  domes  of  cop¬ 
per  on  the  top.  It  muft,  notwithftand- 
iiig,  be  for  ever  venerable,  while  the  re¬ 
mains  of  Guftavus  Vafa  and  Chancellor 
Oxenftiern  repofe  in  it.  The  laft  of  thefe 
great  men,  whofe  virtue  and  wifdom 
Sweden  yet  reveres,  has  no  monument  c- 
ret^led,  or  epitaph  inferibed  to  his  memo¬ 
ry  ;  while  a  St  Eric,  who  was  a  king  and 
a  devotee  in  fome  barbarous  age,  is  pre¬ 
ferved  in  a  flirinc  of  filvcr  ^uilt,  and  pla¬

temped.  Ihit  not  toaletain  you  with  a 
recital  of  all  I  have  fuffered,  I  proceed  to 
mention  that  we  arrived  in  September  at 
Cfiarles-Town,  the  capital  of  South  Ca- 
roi’iiij.  Several  letters  I  brought  to 
gentlemen  of  this  province,  enabled  rtie 
a!m«d  immediately  to  form  an  accjuain- 
tance,  among  whom  1  l}>ent  my  time  in  a 
very  fociablc  manner,  'riie  inhabitants 
(jf  C!iaries*'rown  are  genei  ally  accounted 
the  payed,  and  im  polite  fet  of  people 
in  all  Ni)rth  America.  They  are  by  much 
the  mod  opnlent.  Ru*  was  formerly 
the  chi(f,  and  almod  the  only  export 
of  cnnfequence  from  this  province;  but 
of  Lite  years  a  very  large  c]uantity  of 
inJiiio  has  been  inauufacfured  here  ;  and 
as  the  culture  ot  this  article  may  be  uu- 
tlcrtakeu  by  planters  of  fmall  capitals, 
and  upon  lands  which  would  not  anfwer 
tor  riee,  it  has  cnriclied  the  province  ex¬ 
ceedingly.  To  give  you  fomc  idea  of 
the  returns,  1  need  only  fay,  that  the 
planters  made,  in  lad  year,  from  35 1.  to 
4jl.  llerling,  per  head,  by  the  labour  of 
every  able  negro  :  the  produce,  there¬ 
fore,  from  the  labour  of  twenty,  was,  at  a 
medium,  equal  at  lead  to  800I.  Iterliug. 
This  you  may  judge  the  more  furpriliug, 
the  climate  is  by  no  means  fo  favoura¬ 
ble  to  the  indigo  plant  in  this  country,  as 
it  is  between  the  tropics;  and  what  is 
made  here  is  very  inferior  in  its  quality 
to  that  of  Hifpaniola  or  Jamaica. 

Cliarlcs-Towiibeing  fituated  at  the  con¬ 
flux  of  two  rivers,  which  fpread  through 
a  very  large  trait  of  the  province,  is  be¬ 
come  a  grand  feat  of  trade.  There  is  but 
one  other  harbour  in  tJuuth  Carolina,  into 
which  a  vclfcl  of  any  burthen  can  enter  ; 
and  that  harbour  has  no  river  near  enough 
t<*  lender  it  of  any  confequence.  This 
town  enjoys  likewife  no  fmall  advantage, 
by  the  neighbouring  provinces  having  no 
large  town  of  trade,  which  induces  the 
back  fettlers,  out  of  Georgia  and  North 
Carolina,  to  attend  its  market.  I  will 
not  dclcribc  the  town  to  you,  as  you 
may  meet  with  deferiptions  enough  of  it 
m  print ;  but  fincethe  laltd  of  Ihtfe,  they 
have  built  an  exchange,  a  very  elegant  e- 
ditice,  which  cod  about  70C0I.  derling. 
rhey  have,  as  yet,  00  houfe  for  their  go¬ 
vernor;  a  circumdance  which  I  c.annot 
St  tribute  to  parfimony,  as  they  have  gi- 
'  cn  many  undoubted  proofs  of  a  gcncio- 
hty  proponioned  to  their  wealth. 
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The  chief  judice  and  his  afTociitcs  are 
appointed  from  Britain,  which  1  think  is 
by  no  means  to  the  advantage  of  the  pro¬ 
vincials.  A  groupc  ot  thefe  officers  late¬ 
ly  arrived  here  ;  and  although  I  do  not 
entertain  any  qiicllion  of  the  honour  and 
integrity  of  theic  gcrdlcmon,  yet  1  Ihould 
notchufe  to  engage  in  a  defence  either  of 
their  ptiictration  or  abilities,  as  Judges  of 
the  Land. — The  barrider  ami  attorney  arc 
here  blended  in  one  man — what  the  liead 
approves  of,  the  hand  puts  in  practice; 
and  again,  the  tongue  defends.  Phyfi- 
cian  and  apothecary  arc  here  uniteil  un¬ 
der  the  Cover  of  a  fingle  f:i!I-hottom»  But 
tradefmen  are  reduced  into  didinCl  claf- 
fes,  mote  regularly  than  in  fomc  other  of 
our  colonies.  1  ennd  not  forget  the  cur¬ 
rency  or  paper-money  of  tins  province, 
w  hicli  appears  to  a  dranger  extraordinary 
enough  ;  the  currency  being  no  let's  than 
700I.  per  cent,  inferior  to  derling.

Homer  a- 
feribes  it  to  Venus,  in  an  epithet,  which 
Drydcn  and  Pope,  after  Waller,  impro- 
jrerly  tranibtc  laughter -lovirtg }  an  idea 
that  accords  better  with  the  charader  of 
a  rtimp  or  hoyden,  than  with  the  g»>ddcCj 
of  love  and  beauty. 

“  Animal  laughter  admits  of  vartoiM 
degrees ;  from  the  gentle  impulfc  e.xcitcd 
in  a  child  by  moderate  j,oy,  to  that  terri¬ 
fying,  and  even  mo  ;al  convulfion,  which 
h.is  been  known  to  accompai^  an  unejt- 
peefttd  change  of  fortune.  This  paffion 
rr.ay,  as  well  as  joy  and  forrow’,  be  com¬ 
municated  by  fytnpathy ;  and  1  know 
not,  whether  the  entertainment  we  re¬ 
ceive  from  the  playful  tricks  of  kittens, 
and  other  young  animah,  may  not  in 
parf*be  refolved  into  fomething  like  a  fek 
low-feeliiig  of  their  vivacity. — Animal 
and  fenti mental  laughter  arc  freauenthr 
blended  ;  but  it  is  cafy  to  diffinguiin 
them.  The  fornur  is  often  exceflive  $ 
the  latter  never,  u  defs  heightened  by 
the  other.  I'iie  Utter  is  always  pleafing, 
both  in  itfelf  and  in  its  caufe ;  the  for* 
mer  m.iy  be  painful  in  both.  But  their 
principal  ditE  rence  is  thit:*>thc  one  al¬ 
ways  prcxreeds  trexn  a  fentiment  or  eipo- 
tiub,  excited  ia  the  mind,  ia  coniequencc 
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(J  certain  ol>jc(its  or  ideas  being  prefent- 
r.l  to  it,  of  which  eniolioii  we  imy  be 
conl'cioiis  even  when  we  Inpprds  laugh - 
ler; — the  other  arifes,  not  Irom  any  fen- 
tiiii'int,  or  perception  ot  iutlicrons  ideas, 
li'.it  troiii  ioinc  bodily  Icchng,  or  fiuldcn 
i.n|};iHV,  on  what  is  c.dito  the  animal 
proceeiling,  or  teeming  to  pro¬ 
ceed,  from  tlic  operation  ot  caufes  pure¬

“  TIic  plealing  emotiim  *,  ariling  from 
tlie  view  of  ludicre>us  ideas,  is  known  to 
every  one  by  experience,  but  beiuf;  a 
fuupie  feeling,  admits  not  of  delinihon. 
It  IS  lo  be  dlltinguilbe(t  from  tlie  laugh¬ 
ter  that  generally  atteinls  it,  as  furrow  is 
111  lie  diltiaguilhed  from  tears;  for  it  is 
or'tcj)  fell  in  a  Uigli  degree  by  thole  W'ho 
are  lem.irkable  tor  gravity  of  counle- 
caner:.

As  a  complete  enumcratum  of  Indi- 
crons  objects  is  impoilible,  wc  can  never 
hope  to  afceriain,  beyond  the  pollibility 
ofuoubt,  that  common  ({ualiLy  which  be¬ 
longs  to  all  hidicrims  ideas  tlut  arc.  or 
have  been,  or  may  be  imagined.  Iiut 
Dr  Leaitie  lias  doMc  ail  that  can  be  done 
in  a  cafe  of  this  kind,  which  is  to  prove, 
by  a  vmicty  of  ex.unples,  that  the  theory 
he  piopoiesis  mine  comprehenlive,  and 
better  founded,  than  any  preceding 
theory.

mount  to  above  ciphtecn  millions ;  and 
by  comparing  the  extent  of  this  empire 
with  that  of  any  other  (tale  in  Europe, 
with  Spain,  for  example,  which  is  the 
Icift  peopled  of  any  t;ther  European 
1  ingdoin,  in  proportion  to  the  extent  of 
her  territories,  it  will  be  found,  that  Kuf- 
lii,  in  proportion  to  her  teiritorkb,  is 
five  times  Icfs  pco])lcd  than  Spain,  and 
eonrc(]nently  it  will  be  feen  that  this  ftate 
can  never  make  any  great  figuie  in  manu- 
f.K^tiires,  while  (he  has  not  inhabitants 
tifheient  to  cultivate  her  lands,  and  to 
improve  the  prodndion  of  agriculture, 
tiiefirll  and  great  objed  of  commerce/' 

On  the  accelTron  of  Peter  the  Great, 
the  whole  revenues  of  the  Rufl'ian  empire 
did  not  amount  to  lix  millions  of  rubles, 
or  tweJve  hundred  thoufand  pounds  ; 
hnt  at  the  beginning  of  the  late  w'ar  w  ith 
the  'Pinks,  after  the  emprefs  had  annex- 
id  llie  church  lands  to  the  domains  of 
the  crown,  and  the  government  had  im- 
pofed  fome  additional  taxes,  the  public 
revenues  were  found  to  be  full  twenty- 
eight  millions  of  rubles.  This  augmen¬ 
tation  is  faid  to  aril'e  chiefiy  from  the  im¬ 
ports  on  foreign  merchandize ;  notwitb- 
lUnding  which,  Mr  Williams  is  of’opi- 
nion,  and  we  think  with  real’on,  that 
Rullia  can  never  become  a  great  com¬ 
mercial  rtate,  in  proportion  to  her  natu¬ 
ral  advantages,  as  long  as  her  govern¬ 
ment  is  fo  defpotic,  and  fubje^^t  to  revo¬ 
lutions.  On  thofe  accounts,  no  mer¬ 
chant  will  venture  into  extenlive  plans  of 
commerce  ;  and  hence  wc  find,  that  moft 
of  the  foreign  merchants  at  prefent  erta- 
blilhcd  in  Knffia,  aOt  only  as  commillio- 
ners  for  companies  abroad,  which  carry 
on  the  trade  for  the  Runiaus,  who  are 
atraid  to  enter  too  far  into  it  ihcm- 
fi  Ives. 

We  are  infonned  that  tlic  military 
iorcc  of  the  Rttfitans  at  prefent,  exclulive 
»»r  the  ColTacks  and  Tartars,  amounts  to 
three  hundred  and  fifty  thoufand  men  ; 
hut  our  author  obferves,  fo  great  is  the 
extent  of  their  territories, and  the  number 
*)f  the  fort«encs  which  they  have  to  fup- 
port,  from  Pcterfhiirgh  t<i  the  Ivirders  of 
Chma,  that  it  is  with  difficulty  they  can 
bring  a  hundred  and  fifty  thoufand  into 
the  field  to  a<5t  ofTeiifively  againft  an  ene¬ 
my.  With  rcfpe<!:t  to  the  fpirit  and  dif- 
ciplinc  of  this  army,  Mr  Williams  ob- 
fervfs,  “  thatthcenmmon  Rnlfian  foldiers, 
from  a  principle  of  fupcrlfitiim,  arc  taught 

defpife  lif^e,  and  by  this  means  arc 
(>rought  tr.  ftar.d  their  ground,  and  keep 


their  ranks,  peihaps,  equal  to  any  treopt 
in  the  world. 

“  They  are  likcwifc  very  bold  and  rc* 
folute  in  attacking  ;  and  if  their  generals 
pollclTcd  that  judgment  and  knowledge 
of  military  affairs  which  is  ncccfliii7  to 
diredl  properly  the  motions  of  fnch  a 
folditry,  certainly  they  would  he  eonal 
in  every  rclpciif  to  the  bed  troops  in  Eu- 
rc'pe ;  butt  ids  is  wanting;  merit  is  not 
rew  arded  in  RuiPia  at  prtfent  as  it  was  in 
the  reign  of  I’etci  the  Great,  when  a  man 
who  fold  t.irts  and  fruit  in  the  flrcets  l>e- 
came  chief  general  of  all  the  Ruffian  ar¬ 
mies  as  the  juft  reward  ot  his  fiipcrior 
abilities  :  every  thing  is  upon  a  very  dif¬ 
ferent  footing  from  what  it  was  in  thofe 
days;  there  are  many  young  fops  w'ho 
have  the  rank  of  lieutenant- gctieral  an  I 
of  general,  whofe  w’aot  of  talents  and  mi¬ 
litary  ikill  can  only  he  equalled  by  their 
impertinence  and  turbulent  diTpontion  ; 
there  is  now'  no  l\ter  to  keep  them  in 
order,  and  to  tliftinguilh  the  man  of  me¬ 
rit  the  blockliead.  The  jirefcnt  Ein- 
pi efs  Catherine  II.  (l*)es  every  thing,  it  it 
true,  that  a  woman  of  great  talents  can 
<lo  in  fuch  a^fitnnMon:  but,  alas  1  flic  is 
afraid  of  their  caliils,  is  often  of)liged  to 
give  w’ay  to  them,  and  to  ftuit  her  cyet 
againft  many  abuses  w'hich  a  man  of  refo- 
liilion  would  have  immediately  recJtiticcE 
'Ehe  Ruftian  guards  are 'become  as  for- 
mulable  and  turbulent  as  the  Strelitzcs 
were  wlien  Piter  I.  came  to  the  throne. 
The  officeis  of  this  co^ps,  which  is  at 
prefent  at  lealt  To,ooo.men,  are  for  the 
iTvort  part  Ruffians,  and  the  fons  of  the 
nobility,  who  have  great  influence  and 
power  over  the  men,  and  u'ho  in  two 
hours  time  can  lead  them  to  rebellion, 
and  overturn  the  whole  government. 
Thefe  officers,  who  have  a  high  idea  of 
their  own  merit,  the  cfl'e^t  of  ignorance 
and  pride,  muft  be  managed;  they  de- 
ntand  high  ranks  and  ports  in  the  army, 
for  which  they  arc  not  in  any  refpedt 
qualified,  and  the  emprefs,  to  avoid  the 
ill  eftcifts  of  their  cabals  and  intrigues,  it 
obliged  to  comply  with  their  reqiiefts  ; 
hence  it  is  that  there  arc  fo  many  bad 
officers  of  rank  in  the  Ruffian  army,  and 
that  men  of  merit  arc  at  prefent  dilVe- 
garded  and  overlooked  in  this  country. 
Thefe  regiments  of  giiards  are  the  word 
troops  of  all  the  regulars  in  the  Rufliati 
empire  ;  they  have  not  Inrcn  in  ’aAioii, 
as  far  as  I  can  difeover,  fincc  the  lime  of 
the  Emperor  Peter  the  Great;  16  that 
now  they  cherifb  the  idea  tliat  they  hav  c 
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no  olhcr  duty  thin  to  guav.!  Petcrfhtirgh 
and  thi  pcr.'on  oi  the  lo\cicign,  and,  like 
the  .iwiKur  Stielitv«<>,  to  endeavnur  to

But  if  they  can 
take  h(»»d  of  any  invader  within  their  own 
iurifdiction,  they  lake  him  prifontr;  and 
time  fomelimes  tnic  party  n^  ill  Vo  lar  pre¬ 
vail  over  the  other,  what  with  plimder- 
ing,  and  what  with  taking  pbifoTuiii,  that 
the  ('ther  fhall  have  ntahmg  at  all  left. 
It  is  a  very  aiSive  and  violent  recreation.*'

or  produce  a  provincial  a^t  of  aflemhly  to 
julliry  the  tranfa^ion.  They  are  likeu'il'e 
rudely  incjuilitive,  and  will  Hop  a  pallen- 
ger  on  his  road  to  enquire  news,  and 
tire  his  patience  by  alking  impertinent 
and  political  quclliotis  ;  then  haftc  to 
lomc  neighbouring  tap  hoiife  to  commu¬ 
nicate  his  intelligence.  'I'hus  the  poor 
Yanky  pcafant,  who  thinks  himfelf  all- 
fiiflicient,  becomes  a  willing  tool  for  a 
difafleded  party  to  work  with:  being  ever 
ready  to  attend  reli^igrC s  drum  ecclejiajilc^ 
he  hjlfers  himfelf  to  be  pioujly  led  forth 
and  commit  every  outrage  againll  the 
I.',rSs  anointedt  regardlefs  of  former  obli-
